summoned els a witness# for the de­ 
fense, Illustrated how he had taken 
the w o m an 's body from the water. 
He showed that he had left the body 
outstretched with the bead pressed 
downward, the chin resting 
almost 
on the bro aet. 
Thro u g h this illustration the de­ 
fense hope# to upset the state's con­ 
tention th a t the organs of the dead 
woman’# throat were forced out of 
position by strangulation. 
Medical 
expert* a r e to testify tomorrow that 
Garrison's 
treatment of the body 
was sufficient to have forced 
the 
tongue, 
palate and wind-pip# into 
the 
position in which 
the 
state 
claims they were found at the au­ 
today. 
Garrison was one of the ten wit­ 
nesses for the defense today. 
He 
I est HI rd that he had seen Gibson and 
his companion in the boat and they 
had 
seem ed 
to 
jump 
out' 
He 
thought 
they 
w e r e swimming and 
paid no fu rth e r attention to tibem. 
Harry Laux. an electrical 
engi­ 
neer of Sew York swore that Gib­ 
son and the woman did not struggle 
before the boat upset. 
They were 
standing up when L&ux saw 
them 
and they were four feet 
or 
more 
apart. 
T h e y jumped out, ap p a re n t­ 
ly. 
Laux thought they were diving. 
This testim ony contradicts that giv­ 
en by J o h n Minturn, state's witness, 
who saki that Gibson seized his com­ 
panion a r o u n d the neck before they 
fell into the water. 
Three 
occu­ 
pants of the motor launch torpedo, 
which rescued Gibson, swore he was 
exhausted 
when taken 
from 
the 
water. 
“ Don't mind me,*’ 
(he 
shouted, 
while In the water, these witnesses 
testified, “ W here is the lady

something for the lady." 
John M in tu r n ’* testimony was at­ 
tacked by Henry Heink, son of Mme.

LONDON, NOV, 211.— The formal 
suspension of the Eastern war prov­ 
ed only for a day. 
Turkey rejected 
the Balkan terms for an armistice, 
Apparently before 
the 
plenipoten­ 
tiaries had time to come together a t 
diadem kent. 
Kiamil 
Pasha, the grand vizier, 
declared 
th a t the allies overtures 
“ were impossible.'’ 
He ordered the 
commander-in-chief 
to 
continue 
fighting, “ with the help of the Al­ 
mighty," until reasonable and m od­ 
erate conditions were proposed. 
This decision came as a surprise, 
and diplomats are not wholly co n­ 
vinced that the Ottoman troops will 
really take up arms again in the 
cholera-stricken trenches of T chat­ 
alja. 
While the Bulgarian conditions- — 
for Bulgaria is acting ae the m o u th ­ 
pi ec e for the allies -were extreme, 
stipulating the surrender of Adrian- 
o p l e and Son tar}, 
both 
of 
which 
strongholds are making an historic 
defense as well as the ceding of all 
the territory, except a narrow strip 
above the ConstantLpole, these con­ 
ditions were advanced as overtures; 
in other words, they were apparently 
put forward as a basis for negotia­ 
tions 
The porte treated them as an ulti­ 
matum, and this perhaps 
is

Oriental m e th o d -of iieginning nego­ 
tiations. designed 
to

Balkan diplomats in London -pointed 
out tonight that these terms were 
submitted merely as ail answer to 
Turkey's pressing and repeated de­ 
mands for a n armistice, and said: 
“ lf is practically certain that their 
rejection will result in a more active 
and determined resumption of hos­ 
tilities. 
Probably the allied troop* 
will not refuse to treat with Turkey 
until they are in a position to dic­ 
tate perhaps sterner t o m s in the 
capital of the Multan.” 
The negotiations thus far have 
been conducted through the Russian 
ambassador at Constantinople, 
but 
the Turkish 
ambasador at Berlin, 
Osman Nazami Pasha, was on his 
way to join his colleagues Appointed 
to meet the Bulgarian representa­ 
tives when the Turkish government*’ 
startling decision, was telegraphed 
to them. 
Even yet it would seem 
that the Turkish officials have not 
abandoned hope that the powers will 
conic to their rescue and attempt to 
dictate a compromise, ‘but Sir E d ­ 
ward Grey, the British foreign sec­ 
retary, announced tonight that the 
•powers had not gone to far as to a r ­ 
range a genera! conference after the 
conclusion of the war. 
Their only 
agreement as far as surface indica­ 
tions go. is to keep their hands off.

Great Storm Does Awful Devastation 
in Western Section of Jamaica--- 
Details are Gradually Coming in 
From Other Sections of the Country. 


KINGSTON, JAMAICA, NOV. 21. 
— The official estimate of the dead 
in the hurricane 
and 
tidal 
.wave 
which visited the western -part of 
Jamaica places the number at more 
than IOO in the coast towns alone. 
Details which are gradually coming 
in, indicate great devastation in the 
western section. 
Practically all 
lighters, coasting 
sloops and sn ail craft in the har­ 
bors of Green Island, Montego Bay, 
Lucea and Savanna I^a Mar found­ 
ered, and a large proportion of the 
crews were drowned. 
.Many 
persons 
living 
in 
these 
towns lost their lives in the collapse 
of buildings, 
The house of the American colony 
at Montego Bay were greatly dam­ 
aged, but no casualltle* are report- 
eo. 
The governor-general of J a m a ­ 
ica, Sir Sidney Oliver, reached Mon­ 
tego Ray today and 
found condi­ 
tions so dreadful that he immediate­ 
ly ordered the despatch of several 
hundred additional tents and large 
quantities 
of 
food 
supplies 
from 
Kingston. 
The railway 
lines 
are 
now working within twenty miles of 
Montego Bay, but 
the 
telegr&idi 
lines still are down. 
The tidal wave at Sa va BA, I >a Mar, 
was the highest in a century. 
One 
coasting vessel was washed half a 
mile up the main street. 
Fully 9-0 
per cent of the houses were blown 
down. The two principal hotels were 
unroofed, as were all the churches 
and the railway dejK>ts. 
The sea swept over the streets 
the lower section of the town and 
rows of dwellings were piled up in 
a large heap at the mouth of a gul­ 
ley, where the largest number of the 
bodies were recovered. 
An Amor! 
can tourist who wa* in that town 
during tfce hurricane, 
said 
forty 
bodies had been recovered up to the 
time of his departure. 
At 
Green 
Island, 
eight 
miles 
southwest of Lucea, the American 
said, 
there 
was 
much 
wreckage 
ashore and afloat, but no sign of life 
could be discovered. 
At Lucea ten bodies were found 
directly after the storm had sul>- 
sided.
